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Citrus Group Will 
Promote Grapefruit 


LAKELAND--The Florida Cit- 
rus Commission's first fresh 
grapefruit promotion of the season 
will coincide with a heavy ship- 
ping period. The promotion opens 
across the nation on Oct. 28 and 
will continue until Nov. 9. 

This.first grapefruit promotion 
is the earliest ever, due largely to 
the early growing season this year. 
Shipment of Indian River grape- 
fruit has been relatively heavy for 
Several weeks.

Sugar is in the news again. 

From New York City earlier 
this month came word that Amer- 
ican Sugar Co. was raising its 
prices 35 to 50 cents. per 100 
pounds in some of its marketing 
areas. The increases put prices 
per 100 pounds ranging from 
$10.95 to $11.70. 

This action came on the heals 
of a U. S. Department of Agricul- 
ture report that "visible and in- 
visible U. S. inventories of sugar at 
the end of this year will be great- 
ly in excess of the 2.75 million tons 
on hand a year earlier. 

"Stocks will be increased not 
only by reason of the 550,000-ton 
cushion in this year's marketing 
quota over consumption," the re- 
port continued, “but also by sugar’ 
obtained from the record large 
mainland sugarbeet and sugarcane 
crops now being harvested. and 
moving into sugar factories,” 

The report also showed price 
changes which have been upward 
even though U. S. supplies con- 
tinue to be more than ample.» 

At this writing I have seen по 
reliable report on what happened 
to the Cuban sugar crop in the 
havoc wrought by hurricane Flora. 
The crop prospects there were bad 
enough before the storm. It could 
be near the vanishing point now 
and that might result in Russia 
and its satellites scurrying. around 
to pick up sugar in the same man- 
ner they have gone after free 
world wheat.

Readers will recall that I pre- 
dicted a few months, ago we'll see 
mechanical harvesting of sugar- 
cane in Florida some day. 

Well, it's here already, 

Richard Krueger of Cane Har- 


vesters, Inc., Palm Beach, informs 
me his company has 8 big ma- 
chines working in the harvest now 
underway. He expects to have 8 
more on the job around November 
1. 

His machine, operated by . two 
men. harvests an average of 300 
tons of cane a day, he reports. A 
Skilled hand cutter from Jamaica 
will average 7 to 8 tons a day. 

The machines cost about $20,000 
a piece and Mr. Krueger's firm is 
working on a contract basis with 
some of the cooperatives im South 
Florida where sugar plantings 
have been greatiy expanded in the 
past couple of years. 

He tells me thousands of the me- 
chanical harvesters, most of them 
owned by individual farmers, have 
been used for some time in Louis- 
iaria. the only other state beside 
Florida which produces “таіп- 
land" cane sugar. A Louisiana 
firm, the Thomson Machine Co. 
of Thibodaux, is the manufacturer.

Another interesting — develop- 
ment in sugar came to my atten- 
tion recently. 1 

The Iowa Development Commis-: 
sion is sponsoring a study to leara 
if a beetsugar extraction plant 
can be adapted to extracting oil 
from soybeans, 

The average beetsugar plant op- 
erates about three months of the 
year. If its expensive continuous 
extractors could be used for soy- 
beans the remainder of the year, а 
lower overhead might be achieved 
and plant labor could be assured of 
pretty steady employment.

Remember that old saying 
“Fifty million Frenchmen can’t be 
wrong”? Well, maybe they could.

There's a considerable saving in 
space and labor, no refrigerated 
units, shopping carts or extensive 
Shelving. Problems of shoplifting 
and spoilage also are eliminated. 

Rental‘ of the computer for the 
punch card system runs about 
$5,000 a year and it probably 
keeps track of inventory so the in- 
formation on status of stocks is 
immediately available at all times.
